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UPMAMCW MSCUSSION OF ISSUES 

In the Final Office Action, Examiner Shah rejected pending claims 15-34 on 
various grounds. The Applicant responds to each rejection as subsequently recited 
herein, and respectfully requests reconsideration and further examination of the 
present application under 37 CFR § 1.114: 

A. Examiner Shah rejected claims 15, 18-20, 23-25, 28-30, 33 and 34 
under 35 U.S.C. § 1 02(a) as being anticipated by WO 00/13426 to 
Cho et al. 

The Applicant has thoroughly considered Examiner Shah's remarks 
concerning the patentability of claims 15, 18-20, 23-25, 28-30, 33 and 34 over Cho. 
The Applicant has also thoroughly read Cho. To warrant this anticipation rejection of 
claims 15, 18-20, 23-25, 28-30, 33 and 34, Cho must show each and every limitation 
of independent claims 1 5, 20, 25 and 30 in as complete detail as is contained in 
independent claims 15, 20, 25 and 30. See, MPEP §2131. The Applicant respectfully 
traverses this anticipation rejection of claims 15, 18-20, 23-25, 28-30 7 33 and 34, 
because Cho fails to disclose and teaches away from the following limitations of 
independent claims 1 5, 20, 25 and 30: 

1. "wherein said primary station is funher operable to 
dynamically allocate bit rates to at least one random access channel in 
response 10 at least one request for at least one random access channel 
resource from said plurality of Secondary stations " as recited in 
independent claim 15; 
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2. ** means for dynamically allocating bit rates to random access 
channels in response to at least one request from said plurality of 
secondary stations for at least one random access channel resource 
based on the random access channel status message" as recited in 
independent claim 20; 

3. "wherein the random access channel status message indicates 
an ayailahility of random access channel resources $nd farther 
indicates a dynamic allocation of bit rates to random access channels 
hv the primary station " as recited in independent claim 25; and 

4. ' 'operating the primary station to dynamically allocate bit rates 
to at least one random access channel in response to at least one 
request for at least one random access channel resource from the 
plurality of secondary stations " as recited in independent claim 30. 

Specifically, Cho teaches a base station (i.e., a primary station as recited in 
claims 15-34) dynamically allocates a random access channel having a pre-assigned 
Transmission rate (i.e., a bit rate as recited in claims 15-34) to a mobile station (i.e., a 
secondary station as recited in claims 15-34) whereby, after such random access 
channel allocation to the mobile station, the base station and the mobile station can 
change the pre-assjgned transmission rate as needed. See, Cho at page 15, line 1 to 
page 1 6, line 22; and page 1 7, line 1 3-24. Cho fails to teach or suggest a dynamic 
allocation of the transmission rates to the yarious random access channels as required 
by independent claims 15, 20, 25 and 30. 

Withdrawal of the rejection of independent claims 1 5, 20, 25 and 30 under 
§ 1 02(a) as being anticipated by Cho is therefore respectfully requested. 
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Claims 18 and 19 depend from independent claim 15. Therefore, dependent 
claims 18 and 19 include all of the elements and limitations of independent claim 15. 
It is therefore respectfully submitted by the Applicant that dependent claims 1 8 and 
19 are allowable over Cho for at least the same reason as set forth herein with respect 
to independent claim 1 5 being allowable over Cho. Withdrawal of the rejection of 
dependent claims 18 and 19 under 35 U.S.C. §l02(a) as being anticipated by Cho is 
therefore respectfully requested. 

Claims 23 and 24 depend from independent claim 20. Therefore, dependent 
claims 23 and 24 include all of the elements and limitations of independent claim 20. 
It is therefore respectfully submitted by the Applicant that dependent claims 23 and 
24 ate allowable over Cho for at least the same reason as set forth herein with respect 
to independent claim 20 being allowable over Cho. Withdrawal of the rejection of 
dependent claims 23 and 24 under 35 U.S.C. §102(a) as being anticipated by Cho is 
therefore respectfully requested. 

Claims 28 and 29 depend from independent claim 25. Therefore, dependent 
claims 28 and 29 include all of the elements and limitations of independent claim 25. 
It is therefore respectfully submitted by the Applicant that dependent claims 28 and 
29 are allowable over Cho for ai least the same reason as set forth herein with respect 
to independent claim 25 being allowable over Cho. Withdrawal of the rejection of 
dependent claims 28 and 29 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) as being anticipated by Cho is 
therefore respectfully requested. 

Claims 33 and 34 depend from independent claim 30. Therefore, dependent 
claims 33 and 34 include all of the elements and limitations of independent claim 30. 
It is therefore respectfully submitted by the Applicant that dependent claims 33 and 
34 are allowable over Cho for at least the same reason as set forth herein with respect 
to independent claim 30 being allowable over Cho. Withdrawal of the rejection of 
dependent claims 33 and 34 under 35 U.S.C. §l02(a) as being anticipated by Cho is 
therefore respectfully requested- 
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B. Examiner Shah rejected claims 16, 17, 21, 22, 26, 27, 31 and 32 

under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over WO 0000/13426 
to Cto et al. In view of WO 00/07401 to Afielak ex al. 

Claims 16 and 17 depend from independent claim 15. Therefore, dependent 
claims 16 and 17 include all of the elements and limitations of independent claim 15. 
It is therefore respectfully submitted by the Applicant that dependent claims 16 and 
17 are allowable over Cho in view of Afielak tor at least the same reason as set forth 
herein with respect to independent claim 1 5 being allowable over Cho. Withdrawal of 
the rejection of dependent claims 16 and 17 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Cho in view of Afielak is therefore respectfully requested. 

Claims 21 and 22 depend from independent claim 20, Therefore, dependent 
claims 21 and 22 include all of the elements and limitations of independent claim 20. 
It is therefore respectfully submitted by the Applicant that dependent claims 21 and 
22 are allowable over Cho in view of Afielak for at least the same reason as set forth 
herein with respect to independent claim 20 being allowable over Cho, Withdrawal of 
the rejection of dependent claims 21 and 22 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Cho in view of Afielak is therefore respectfully requested. 

Claims 26 and 27 depend from independent claim 25, Therefore, dependent 
claims 26 and 27 include all of the elements and limitations of independent claim 25. 
It is therefore respectfully submitted by the Applicant that dependent claims 26 and 
27 are allowable over Cho in view of Afielak for at least the same reason as set forth 
herein with respect to independent claim 25 being allowable over Cho. Withdrawal of 
the rejection of dependent claims 26 and 27 under 35 LLS,C. §l03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Cho in view of Afielak is therefore respectfully requested. 
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Claims 31 and 32 depend from independent claim 30. Therefore, dependent 
claims 31 and 32 include all of the elements and limitations of independent claim 30. 
It is therefore respectfully submitted by the Applicant that dependent claims 31 and 
32 are allowable over Cho in view of Aftetafc for at least the same reason as set forth 
herein with respect to independent claim 30 being allowable over Cho, Withdrawal of 
the rejection of dependent claims 31 and 32 under 35 U,S.C. §1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Cho in view of Afrelak is therefore respectfully requested. 
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SUMMARY 

Examiner Shah's rejections of pending claims 15-34 have been obviated by 
remarks herein supporting an allowance of claims 1 5-34 over the an of record. The 
Applicant respectfully submits that claims 15-34 as listed herein fully satisfy the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C §§ 102, 103 and 1 12. In view of the foregoing, favorable 
consideration and early passage to issue of the present application is respectfully 
requested.
